My home ig in Randjanegern, district Kerexgkober, subdistrict Xnlibening, 
where I was a jocicy. In april 1943 I wes called to aovenr at tre 
Subdistrict Office, from whero I was taken to the Kavedenacr and from 
there to the Rogeut's Cffice at Badjnnesarn. 
it the Rogeat's Office i ware detnined with about _1C0_ other Javancse 
for a little while, and tation to Tandjong Priok by the Unyansse by train, 
where “co romoined for chout three dnys, end then left for Singroore on 
a Jepenese ship with ndout 1000 Jnvrn se coolies. At Singmmore we wore 
Separated, About 50C cf us wore taken to Foceloo Selkidjang 

At Poeloe Sckidinue we were set to work 1s coolies to unload ships. 

We hea anmely to unlord rice, sugnr, nnd tobrcco. “'o vor'’sed dry and night. 

Many coolies fell i111, suffcring from dysentery, beriberi, maloria, etc. 

By woyv of medicine cll we zot wes only one sort of vill; for cysentery 

the dnprnese gave us. cit. Meany coolier, about 200 to BOC died here; 

there were 10 to 15 deaths »er anv. Corsses were burnt by the Japnnese, 
until a Eadji who hac died was burnt, bit whose corse would not burn, 
after which he wns just buried. Thereniter no more burning of cor .ses 
took place, 

A coolic whose name do not recollect becnuse we were only named by 

numbor, lay for some in a barrack “or the sic’. vhere he suffered 

from hunger; hoe ther: fore set out to stenl _svoot sotatces and wns 
cought in the ect by the Jvonnese. Tu dnornese uened Lincto San 

and Tedjibonn , both coldiers wenrine erbroidecredé insi, nia consisting 

of three vollow stars, then bound this victin with iis hands on his 

back, his feet wcre rleo bound, snd lying on the growr “ith legs rniscd 

owing to his rope being ticd to o trer, his body wns vrepved in o mat 
ond he wos thoresfter sprinicled with n bottle of petroleun and 

Bot nlirht. Eis back and seat and otner prrts of his body wore burnt. 

The rope burnt through and cfter tho fire as put out, the victim wes 

taken to hospital, where he dicd throe doves lntor from the resulting 

injurios, 
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Later, in the month of July 1944, I wns taken nlong with other coolics 
to Kompong Baroo, Tanjoug Pasar, Singnoore, where, too, ve hnd to 
work nt unlonding end repairing shios. 

There soverrl times I was beaten with a big thie picce of rove on 
my right eye, so that I contracted wounds nnd my cye wns injured. 

To this very day I cannot sce well with this oye, end I still bear 
a senr (I, the intcrrogntor, confirn that there is - senr on the 
right eyelid and ndjoining tho evo). This wns done by the Jnonnese 
soldior, Abisan, wearing tho distinctive insi-nin of three 
embroidered yvello stars. 

The reeson wes that » big ber of iron could not be lifted by three 
of my coolies, and I, as foseman, wae held necountobdle.
